The Conservatives and the Liberal- Union- 
ists, with a net gain of 90 eoats, will have 
a majority of 152, the largest inthn memory 
of the present generation, Tbe Conserva- 
tives are made independent even of a co- 
alition of all the other parties, including the 
Liberal- Unionists. The aggregate vote in 
the contested elections in Great Britain was 
»a follows : Conservatives and Llberdl- 
UnloniatB, 1,725,455 ; Liberals. 1,628.247 ; 
Libor, 50,561)-; total, 3,404,268, bub, as 
114 of the U iionlst candidates for 
parliament were returned unop- 
posed, no reliable estimate can be 
formed of the oleotoral strength of the 
party. The Liberal and Radical press are 
daily engaged in trying to explain the de- 
feat, but to no purpose. The broad facts of 
the situation is that the Conservatives are 
not likely to be displaced for five or six 
years, unless dissensions should arise in tbe 
cabinet between the aeotions led respeotive- 
ly by Sir. Bftlfour and Mr. Chamberlain, 
The ministers will prepare a brief and color- 
less royal apeeoh and wUI|thenIdhpoae of the 
estimates and adjonrn parliament nntll Feb- 
ruary. 

Lord Wodehonse, eldest son of the Earl of 
Kimberley, who led the mob that attacked 
Rider Haggard, the novelist, and his party 
at Selham, while on his eleotion tour in 
Eiist Norfolk distrlot on July 20, was to-day 
fined for his participating in the affair. 

U. S. Ambaoaador Bayard,, referring to 
the reported seizure of the island of Trini- 
dad by Great Britain, and the a^tation in 
Brazil on the subjeot, said to a representa- 
tive of the Aaeooiated Press that the inci- 
dent Was a trifling one. The Island, he 
added, was very small, and was only occu- 
pied by a few goats and the British ships 
stopped there to lay a cable. Great Britain, 
he oonlinued, did oiairri the island of Trini- 
dad in fact, but it was not worth olaiming. 
Like most South American governments, 
said Mr. B lyard in conolnsion, Brazil is in- 
tensely exoited over nothing. Mr. Bayard 
has not had any Instruotions from Washing- 
ton regarding the island of Trinidad. 

The delegates to the geographical con- 
gress were to-day entertained at a garden 
party given by the Baroness Burdett-Coutts 
and W. L. Ashmead-Bartlett-Burdett- 
Coutts. According to the general opinion, 
the paper read yesterday by General A. W. 
Greely, an Arctic explorer, was too technical 
to be popular. Most of the interest of tbe 
day centered on a paper read by M. S. 
Andre, proposing a balloon route to the 
north pole. Tbe idea seemed feasible, as 
propounded by the explorer. The only 
difficulty appeared to be how to make 
BofBoient gas for the balloon. Then, again, 
prominent geographlsts seemed to think that 
the proposal would fail without tbe use of 
boats and much provisions to rely upon in 
CEvse of aooldent. The general impression of 
the congress, however, was that the propo- 
sition lacked practicil apullcation. 

The election of members of the general 
council resulted in the Republicans gaining 
three quarters of the seata. At Koubaix, 
department of the North, there waa a colli- 
sion between the Republioana and Collee- 
tivists and gondarmos hud to charge re- 
peatedly before the disturbance was quelled. 
A numljor of persons wore Injured, Serious 
riots accompanied by bloodshed are reported 
to have occurred at) Urabantlne, near Mar- 
seilles. Troops have been dispatched to the 
scene of the rioting. 

The Telegraph says : Th(i Valkyrie III 
will be navigated by Capt. Harrison, of the 
Allan liner Korean, who was granted special 
leave for the purpose. Superintimilout 
Cranfield and Capt. Sycamore are on board. 
The Valkyrie is provided with enough 
berths to aocommodate sixty men. With 
the crow and ten tons of stores on board 
she did not show too much freeboard, but 
laid a very even keel and looked very sea- 
worthy. It is oxpooted the voyage will 
occupy twenty days. 

The Duke of Argyle was married to-day 
to Mies Ina McNeill, formerly lady of the 
bed-chamber to the Queen, and a cousin of 
Sir John McNeill, who married the Duke of 
Argyle's sister. The ceremony took plaoe 
at the Palace of Ripon and was performed 
by tbe Bishop of Ripon, who is a oonsin of 
the brido. The wedding was quiet owing to 
tho recent death of Lord Colin Campbell. 

The pilgrimage of Americans oonduotcd 
by Rev. Dr. William Smith, of tho Fathers 
of Mercy of New York oity, has reached 
Lorotto. They will arrive on Friday. 

The auditing commission In Honduras has 
finished its work on the aooounts of preced- 
ing administrations. From trustworthy 
sources it Is learned that tho defalcatlous 
during President Bogran's administration 
amount to more than $2,500,000, but none 
of this money, it was found, waa received by 
him personally. He was only responsible as 
head of tlie state, During tho Vasquez re-

A dispatch from Panama says : Gen, 
Alfaro'a agent has just telegraphed to 
Guayaquil from Guaranda, saying that Al- 
faro's column, by a forced march, reached 
Chimbova, and thence proceeded to Guar- 
anda, which was reached the same evening. 
By Gen. Alfaro's order the heights of Guar- 
anda were at once occupied and fortified. 
Scouts then located Gen. Ssraoaati's forces 
on tho road between Guaranda and Chimbo. 
A general battle may be fought at any 
moment, and will certainly take plaoe within 
a short time. The Herald's correspondent 
In Guayaquil says that Gen. Vernaza, with 
a force of .'iOO men, has left Guayaquil for 
the interior. Ignacio Robels, Qen. Alfaro's 
confidential agent in Lima, Pern, reports 
that the Peruvian government has formally 
recognized tbe revolutionlats headed by Al- 
faro as belligerents. 

Mall advices Indicate that the fighting on 
tbe Island of Formosa has been rather 
heavier than cable reports indicated, but 
there Is no information to show that the 
rebels are being supported by the viceroys 
of Southern China, While this is consider- 
ed probable, any aid famished would be 
rendered secretly. That additional detach- 
ments of the imperial bodyguard have been 
sent to Formosa is considered probable. Tho 
Imperial guard corresponds with the regular 
army, and comprises over 60,000 men. 

The Standard editorially expresses regret 
that the corporation of the oity of London 
has ignored the Geographical Congress, and 
says that In oontlnental countries any capital 
would have paid such famous explorers and 
savants the compliment of a public re- 
oeption. 

A dispatch to the Standard from Berlin 
says that tho tropical heat of tbe past few 
days has been followed by thnnder storms 
and deluges of rain and hall, telegraphic 
communtbatlon being interrupted.

Plunging over the sea 
wril, the first section of the train was thrown 
Into the sea. lb consisted of twenty-three 
cars and two engines, one in front and one 
in the rear.

FOUR SCOBE YEABS AND TEN. 

Death of Rev. Dr. Edward Beeclier at Brook- 
lyn, New Vork. 

Brooklvn, July 29 -Rev. Dr. Edward 
Ueoohor, brother of the famous Henry Ward 
Beoohor, died at his home in this city yes- 
terday morning. The Boecher family in- 
cluded in its members a father and six sors 
who entered the ministry, one of them be- 
coming the most famoas pulpit orator of the 
land, and four daughters, one of whom 
wrote a world-famous book, and another of 
whom was widely known as an educator. 
Dr. Kdward Beecber was theeeoond son and 
third child of hla father, and after an active 
life aa teacher, pastor, college president, 
author and editor for more than half a cen- 
tury, spent a serene old ago in Brooklyn, 
takin,; a livoly interest in the affairs of the 
latter part of the nineteenth century, the 
dawn of which he almost saw. Edward 
Boochor was bom to Lyman Beeoher and bis 
wife at Eaathampton, h. I., on August 27, 
1803. 

CALIFOBNIA'S FEUIT CROP. 

Most EnconraglDE Beports From the Great 
Centres of Prodnctlon. 

San Francisco, July 30. — In a two-page 
article devoted to the fruit growing indns- 
try, the Chronicle says that the most en- 
couraging reports come from tho fruit grow- 
ing centres of the State.

Wbllinqson, JTbw Zealand, July 30.— 
In the House of Representatives to-day the 
colonial treasurer said that the government 
had dooided to aubaidizaa line of stearosblps 
to run between this island and British Col- 
umbia. The amount of the subsidy pro- 
posed is £20,000. A bill has been intro- 
duced which proposes legislation looking 
towards co-operation with the Domioion of 
Canada in the matter of the oonatruotion of 
a Facifio submarine cable.

history of sociology and who are oogniaant 
of the complicated foroea which, through 
past centuries, have been slowly working to 
shape society into its present progressive 
form. 

Who can look back upon the last fifty 
years and measure the wonderful change 
whioh haa taken place in the views of logia- 
latora and tho eaaotmenta which havo fol- 
lowed upon such views 1 Who can roalizo 
the marvellouB rosulta whioh have been pro- 
duced by facility of communication and the 
education of tiio proletariat, and that as a 
natural scquenoQ legislation must adapt it- 
self to tho change of circumstancea, but that 
it must bo cautious and tontativo as well as 
sure. 

The wisdom — which ia tho child of knowl- 
edge—could not have been batter manifested 
than by the action of tbo proletariat during 
tho reoont elections. It has said with no 
uncertain voice that it distrusts demagogues 
and demands statesmen, and Ib is education 
whioh haa enabled it to do this. Ib is in- 
tensely gratifying to see bbo dear old mother 
cuaotry rising in ber might to meet the 
crisis and indignantly throwing on one side 
the pollticiaDS and summoning the states 
men to ber oouncils.

Another Case of Mysterious DIhhii' 
pearance Laid at the Uooi- of 
Suspect lioliues. 



Strong- Circnmstautial Evidence Coii 
tluues to Accumulate— The Tale 
of Blood and Bones. 



Chicago, July 30.— Peter Clgr»nd, father 
of Emily CiKrand, said to have ^eon mur- 
dered by H. H. HolmcB, arrived in Cbioago 
to-day with Philema Cigrand, slater of tho 
miaainR jjirl. With Dr. J. 15. CiRrand, u 
relative, they went •:o police hoadquartore, 
where a oonfereaoe vrae held with Chief 
Badenooh and Inepeotor Fitzpatriok. Tho 
Bearoh for the aoid vab In the basement was 
continued, but nothing was found but u few 
inohea of potroleum in tho bottom of tho 
vat. Old man Cbappeira atory that tho 
vate wore used for diaiolviug human hcuen 
waa diaprovod by tO'day's investigation. 
Search for the other vata waa oontlnned. In 
the ooorae of fttrtber «xoavation in H. H 
Holmes' 63rd atreeti buildiog to-day, tlio 
police unearthed the parta of ^two thigh 
bonea, a piece of akail and four amalloi 
piecea of bone. 

Three warrenta for the arreat of H. H 
Holmea and pAbriak Qninlan are hinglog 
lire for the reason that le ia the deeire of tho 
ODoiplainants to give tho police all the loo- 
way possible before forcing them to act as to 
Qainlan. The oircumatantial evidence ia 
oonaiderod ns showing Quinlun to have boon 
IS guilty m Holmea. A mysterioua briok- 
loyer, who built a box in the " castle " 
which miKlit have been uaod aa a retort for 
dead bodies, turned up and told his atory. 
ChuppoU is unearthiiiK BUolotona fjr tho po- 
iico which ho cluiaia oamo from tho 

" CiBtlo." 

In the tool cheat of PatCiuinlan in hia flit 
in the " 089tlo " there have been found 
bloody drawahavea, bcivoa and chisels. The 
stained toola will bo eubjected to ohemioal 
teats to determine whether the blood is from 
a hnman being. 

At police hottdquartera, Mrs. P.itriok 
Qainlan, wife of the janitor, who a few days 
ago waa caol and deiiaut, ia beginning to 
weaken, and the police believe that she will 
shortly tell all she knowa of the case. Hor 
testimony ia expected to be sensational and 
will, it ia thought, lead to the conviction of 
the haaband. 

Although the police authorities believe 
that) their diggings and acarohicga at the 
Holmea bnildlng in Englewood have been 
tenrarded by u large nmount of evidence cf 
orfmea oommittod fay Holmes, iti is believed 
here that aiooe hia arrest many things have 
been taken away. J F. Foley, a driver for 
an espresa company, aaya that one day laet 
Aprit Fat Qainlitn oalled a6 the office and 
aaid he wanned some movlDg dono. Foley 
waa ordered to take a wagon to the Holmes 
bnildlng. When the wagon arrived Qainlan 
glaoed around continually to aee it anyone 
waa looking. When he thouRhe no one was 
watching he would bring aometittng out of 
the doorway. When the wagea was loaded 
it contained a long cheat, some old olothiog 
and five or six long bandies of old lead pipe. 
He oonid not examine the things on the 
wagon, becaase Qainhn did not seem to 
want bim to look at them and managed to 
keep his attention from them. He was or- 
dered to drive to O'Connor's docks. Arriv- 
ing there Quinlan shipped the thlnga to 
Bome point in Michigan, going with them 
himself. 

Another case of^myeterloas diaappearance 
which may yet be charged to Holmes was 
reported to the police to-day by the neigh- 
bora of Dr. Russeler, who disappeared in 
1892. Dr. Russeler for several months had 
an cfBco In Holmes' building. He and 
Holmes were often together, apparently 
being intimate friends. Some time in 1892, 
the date being a matter of doubt, the pby- 
sioian dropped out of sight. He had few 
acqnaintanoee, and, although hia disappear- 
ance caused some talk among the neighbors, 
bat little attention was paid to it. 

Ooe of tho many theories that have been 
advanced oon^orning the Holmes oastle and 
the many uses to whioh It waa put is to the 
tSeot that Holmea was a professional pro- 
cnrer. The presence of so many yoang girls 
about the premises at variona times has led 
to the tnaplolon that Holmea added this to 
hia other orimea. 

A private aooonnii book kept by Holmes 
haa been diaoovered in a grate at the 63 rd 
etreethouae. The book wa« found with a 
number of lettera addreised by various wo- 
men to Holmea, whiob • had evidently been 
placed there for barning. The accounts, 
which date baok to May 1, 
1895, show dealings with various 
people, and an entry regarding 
insnrance shows the exiatence of insurance 
deals aa early as 1886, A myaterious 
" Dora " ia mentioned aa tho recipient of 
nnmeroua umall aume which are carefully re- 
corded, and tho minutea of the Knglewood 
company are also given with the election of 
tho directors and the tranaaotion of other 
kaeincBs. 

Lawyer Wm. Cappa, tho Fort Worth at- 
torney, who ia hero at the inatanuo of the 
heira of Mlnnio Williame, atated to day that 
he ia prepared to prove who ia thn murderer 
of Minnie and Annie Williams. He Ineiate 
that It was done by Holmea, Qulnlon and 
another man whoso identity ho re- 
fneca to reveal. This man has 
been located by a detective whom 
tho heirs of the Williame' girla put upon the 
case eight months ago. " He ia ready to 
oonfees," said Mr, Cappa to day, " on con- 
dition that tho police guarunreu him im- 
munity from punishment." The dntcctivo 
■aye that the man knowa that the Williame 
aiatera were killed in the 63rd atreet house, 
and that) he knowa where they were buried. 

ANSEB80N, Ind., Jnly 30 — Mra. Cigrand, 
mother of Holmea' victim, waa aeen to-day 
for the firat time and proved the most inter- 
eaainn of the family when ahe began to taltc. 
She aooounta for the big trunk in which 
Miss Emily's body was taken out of the 
castle. About a week before her marriage 
with Phelpa, Miss Cigrand packed her trunk 
full of clothes, and wrote a letter tu her 
mother stating she was going to return thum 
and hor trunk. She said Mr. Phelps was 
very woaltliy and had bought her new 
olothcg ond a great big trunk. It was a 
very largo one ehn eaid and she did not need 
the one she had. Tho trunk was received 
at Lafciyette with tho charges prepaid. 
It waa brought out of a oloset to-day. 
It is a very large trunk. This aocounta, 
Mra, Cigrand thinks, for the great trunk 
that she wag carried out of tho ciiBtlo in. 
Tho trunk waa not received until a day cr 
two after tho auppoaed wedding The ad- 
dress was on a oard written with a type- 
writer. The clothea were examined, but 
there waa not a trace of blood found. Mra. 
Cigrand say* the trunk was packed very 
oarelessly and did not look like the work of 
a woman. Mrs. Cigrand also remombered 
another letter coming from her missing 
daughter written on a typewriter and signed 
Emma. It did not bear any date or street 
nnmber. It was very abort and almply aaid, 
" Why don's yen write ; I uva •^8»tr lOted 2" 
Sinoe reading everything publiahod ahe li 



oonfident that the fate of the girl waa not 
summed op uorreoiiy. They also find that 
she draw SSOti out of the Fowler National 
liank, Lafayette, about that time. 

iNDiANAroMs, July 30 — Dutective G'^yei 
IB hero s ^arohiii^ f jr the hpu^o in which hi 
thinUa Holmes murdered Howard Pitzel 
at/d diapoeed nf tho body. He siyo ho has 
diacoverfd enough to convince him that the 
arch murderer Ind laid liia plana to uiuidoi 
hie fifth wife, Georgian* Howard, and her 
mother, Mra. Yoke, as soon as ho should 
get rid of the PitZHi family. Goyor obtained 
hia o'ua at tho raal oafate oflic of John 
L <dhop, who hud deatirga nith Hclmea 
while the latter waa running from one hotel 
to another with tho Pitzal children. At the 
time Holmoi had been given authority by 
Georgiana Howard to make a deal with the 
other heira for her property at Franklyn. 
She had hor mothor'a oonflont. Owing co 
aome hitch the deal waa dropped temporar- 
ily. Mr. Geyer aaaerta that aa aoon aa 
HolmcB had got tie low thousand dollars 
uoming to hia wife he would have diepoaed 
of both Georgiana and hor mother aa he did 
of Pietzal. Dotcotlvo Geyer atill holds to the 
hollcf that Howard Pietzel waa murdered in 
this city, although the body may have been 
disposed of in Chicago. Thua far there io 
no cluo of any houao in thia oily that Holmes 
rented. Ho aays all trace of the boy ecdi 
in Indianapolia. 

Pliu.ADKLriiiA, Pa , July ."W — Aocordiua 
to the Bulletin, of this city, H, H Holmes 
haa isauod a new statement In whioh ho 
gives in detail hia veraioa of how Pilz^l 
came by his death last September, and also 
Btatea his (Holmes') connection with the 
tragedy. The statement waa given to a 
olnse friend of Holmea in Philadelphia. He 
aaya that on tho Saturday night preceding 
tho death of Pilzol, the latter came to his 
house on North 11th street, where ho was 
Btaying With " Mrs. Howard," Pitzel told 
a heartrendInK atory of hia pecuniary ditii 
cultiaa. " I must have money," he aaid, or 
worda to that efifeot, ** to aeod to my wife in 
St, Louis." Holmea ipcke aubatantially to 
him aa follows : " B^n, I'll admit I have 
made lots of money through yon, but I 
onnot keep thia thing op. Where la that 
$50 I gave you the other day ? If you don't 
quit drinking yon and I will have to aepar- 
ate." 

Pitzel exclaimed : " I am of no benefit to 
anyone, I will aoon get rid of niy difiioultiee; 
life has become a nuiaanco." Holmea then 
avera that he jokingly remarked to Pitzol ; 
" Well, your body is as good as any other, 
but I would not advise you to do anything 
raab," Holmes accounts for making this 
remark by saying that ho and Pitzal had un 
dor consideration tho defrauding of the fi'i 
dellty Mutual Insurance company. Pilzol 
became angry again and vowed that he 
would commit aulcide. Holmes then ex- 
plains that Pitzol left him with the inten- 
tion of going home. About 10 o'clock the 
following morning, Sunday, Holmes sayo ho 
went to visit Pi ■/. ■I at tho Callow Hill street 
house. Ho'nian eat in the kitchen for al- 
most 20 mioucea waiting for Pl'zal to ap 
pear. H^ became anxioua about hia friend's 
whereabouts and brgan to search the house 
for him 

" As I aroBO to go upstairs," saya HolmeB, 
" I noticed a note lying on the counter in 
the front part of the hoaao addressed to 
mo." It directed him to go to the second 
floor and open a oloset in whioh he would 
find a large blue bottio containing another 
letter. He found the note and waa horrified 
when he read it. It waa from Benjamin 
Pitzel, and advised Holmea that hia (Pit- 
zel's) dead body oonld be f onnd in the houas. 
The letter pleaded that Holmes would look 
alter Fitzel'a children, and suggested there 
would be no diffioolty in getting tho Insur- 
ance money from theX'Idellty company now 
that the dead body of Piizel could be pro- 
duced in evidenoe. 

Holmea aaid that he aat in the room for 
over an hour with the body. Ho hardly 
knew what oonrae to pursue, but finally 
made up his mind that ainoe Pitzol bad 
taken bis life there would be no harm, in 
destroying any evidence of suicide so 
that ho might be able to got the 
insurance without any difBculty. 
Holmea confessed that he thereupon 
dragged the body to tho second floor, 
pried open tho mouth with a pencil and 
poured in a quantity of explosive chemioils. 
He then placed a lighted match to the man's 
month, when the explosion which bo horribly 
disfigured the corpse followed. To givo the 
more forcible impression that Pil^jl came to 
bis death by an accidental explosion. Holmes 
stated to hid friend that he got a pipe of 
Pilzel's, filled It with tobacco, lighted it, 
then blew oat the flame after tho tobacco 
had been partly conaumed, and placed the 
pipo beaide the dead man's body. 

It was nearly four o'clock in the sfcem 
noon. Holmes states, before ho left the 
Callow Hill street house. He put on a hat 
of Pitzol's to partially conceal his identity 
and placed his own hat, whioh was of lelt, 
under bis coat. He went directly to the 
Broad street station, he alleges, and in. 
nlred at what hour thci firat train left for 
'hlcago. He believes It wai> between 9 and 
9 '30 o'clock that night. He then went to 
the house where ho was staying and mado 
preparations to leave the city. He and hia 
wife. Holmes alleges, left for Chicago that 
night.

The 
immediate result of thia deal will be, accord- 
log to Stern Broa. & Co , to aend the coat of 
diamonds upward, gradually, but with oar.

CANADA'S TRADE, 

The trade of Canada for the year ending 
Jane 30 W«a, tSOUBtderlng it waa a year of 
iiDaBual depreaaton everywhere, nob alto- 
gether nnaatlafaotory. Ihere was a deoreaee 
of exports oompared vribh the previoaa year, 
but it waa nob ao greab oompared with the 
whole volume of the export trade aa that of 
the United Statee. The exporta of laat year 
't\we>a $110,766,000; thoae of the year before, 

1893- 4, were $114,488,000. This ahowa a 
deoieMB of $3,723,000. Aa mnoh bb $2,799,- 
562, of tbia deoreaae was in ahipments of 
gooda the produce of other countries. When 
the oomparison is oonQnod to goods 
the produota of Canada, the figurea 
Btand, forl893 4 $101,116,000. and for 1894 
5 $100,192,000, ao the decline when the pro- 
duota ol Canada alone are oaoBidered waa 
oonalderabiy leas than a million, the eicacb 
figures being $614,000. In the United 
Statea the deoreaae forlaab year waa $76, 000,- 
000. A oomparison iasbituted by the Mail 
and Empire shows that the United States' 
exports are in proportion to its population 
oonalderabiy leaa than those of the Dominion 
of Canada. The value of the exports of the 
United States was in 1894-5 S79.'!,000.000. 
Allowing that the United States h^is twelve 
times the population of Canada, its exporta 
would, to ba proportionate with tboio of 
the States, be $66,000,000, bab Canada'a 
exports were, aa we have seen, 
over $100,000,000. Canada's deoreaae to bs 
proportionate with that of the United States 
would be considerably over six millions, but 
tho aolu'il decrease was considerably below 
that figure. Thoas who are continually 
oomplaioiDg of the back wardneaa of Canada, 

. and perpetually reproaobing its men of bual- 
ness for want of enterprise do not aeem to 
-know that, man for man, Canada exporta of 
' the produc a of the industry of its inhabit- 
ants considerably mora than tho United 
3tatea. 

([!ae deoUne of the import trade of the 
Dominion laab year waa oonsiderable. (The 
foreign gooda entered for oonanmption in 

1894- 95 wern valued at §105,557,000 ; in 
1893-4 their value waa $112,931,000, show- 
ing a decline in tho imports of $7,374,000. 
Tho trade of the current year already prom- 
iaea to be better than that of the one juet 
ended. Simes are getting better, and tho 
harvest promises on the whole to be above 
the average. 

AN ABSURD RUMOR. 

lb Is aurprialng to aee what nonsenaioal 
dispatches are sent to Western newspapers 
from Eastern cities, and it is still mora sur- 
prising to find that men poesesBing the 
slightest knowledge of the country and the 
amalleab modioum of common sense should 
attach to those Btopid diapatobes the leaeb 
imporbanoe. Some senseless news-oaterer in 
Toronto either invented or swallowed tho 
ridiculous rumor that Chief Justice Mors- 
dith was ab3ub to resign his seiit 
oa tho Bench to take tho position 
of leader of the Dominion Government. 
ThlB, from every point of view, is the most 
nnllkely story that could be invented. Yoii, 
absurd aa it waa on its faco, a Winnipeg 
Grit editor gave ib tho leading plaoo in tho 
tolegraphio column with a flaming display 
head supported by a pyramid of aouro head- 
ings. Another Grit editor made the ridiou- 
loasly improbable rumor the subject of 
editorial comment, seriously drawing 
from ib an inference disparaging 
to the loader of tho Dominion Gov- 
ernment and' his colleagues. Says 
tho Timoa about this silly produotion of an 
idiotic newsmonger : " The most interesting 
foatare of this ramor is the confession it im- 
plies that neither 3lr Mackenzie Bowell nor 
any of the men who now serve under him is 
fib for the first position in the party and tho 
Government." How the donkey who con- 
oooted tho telegram must have iaaghod at 
the simplicity of the editor who thought 
hls^i. utterly inoredible t/raah worthy of 
•e'dtbdrifhl notioe.t : '\ ., 



A SLIGHT MISUNDERSTANDING. 

There are some indications of a misunder- 
standiag between France and Germany, 
about the action taken by the representative 
of Germany in Tangiers. That representa- 
tive, learning that lawless Moors on the 
east coast of Morooco had murdered some 
aubjeota of the German Emperor, and being 
able to get no aatiafaotion from the auchori- 
tiea of the p'ace, Sft^t where the outrage 
waa oommitted, produred a ahip of war and 
wont in search of tho murderers. Wbtn he 
landed in SafE ho could find no trace of the 
men who hud oommitled tho orimo, so he 
was obliged to leave the place without hav- 
ing acoomplished hla miaaioc. On 
his return he passed a place named 
Casa Blanca, and hearing that some of 
bbe inhabitants owed money to Germans 
wliich they refused to pay ho sonb men 
ashore to demand payment forthwith or the 
plaoe would bo bombarded. The Moors 
saw the force of a demand made in that 
way and paid the money promptly. This 
opergetio oonaul, Herr Tattenbaoh by 
name, also repreaented the intoroata of the 
Dutch at Tanglera. Hearing that a Dutch 
brig that had gone too near tho ooaat had 
been attacked by the natives, he demanded 
u equadron for the purpoae of enforcing Ger- 
man and Dutch claims upon Morocco. The 
squadion was furnished and ib assembled at 
Tangiers. Tho Fronoh, who consider that 
thoy have claims on that part of Africa, were 
indignant at what thoy denominated the 
insoloDce of the German cousul, and a leading 
Paris newspaper, tho Journal des Dabate, 
declared that if Germaay desired to maintain 
good relations with France she mnst keep 
her hands oDf Morocco. The German news- 
papers took fire at this and replied us be- 
came tho spokesmen of tho German people, 
and even the Gorman Govornmont wont so 
far as bo demand from tho Frccoh Govern- 
ment a dlaavowal of the language uaed by 
the Jonrnal des Debate. The Germana 
were in their turn indignant at what they 
termed the " inaolence " of tho Fronoh 
newapapers. What the result of tho mis- 
understandiog is likely to be has not yet tran- 
spired. Will the Frenoh be allowed to assume 
an attitude with respeot to Morooco similar 
to that which the Uniied States nno£Soially 
takes with regard to the whole American 
continent ? Will they hi permitted to take 
tho Moors under their protection and to 
threaten any nation whioh dares to call 
those semi-barbarians to account for ir jults 
they ofFer and ontrsges they commit, with 
vengeance dire 1 Will the French invent a 
new Monroe doctrine to apply to the whole 
of Northern Africa, Egypt icoluded ! If 
bhey do, bhey will nob, wo fancy, find the 
Emperor William II as patient and forbear- 
ing as the Yankee tail- twisters find Groat 
Britain. The German Emperor will, It is 
believed, stand very little of that kind of 
nouaenao. 



SOME TAIL-TWISTING. 

We see that the American papers are 
making a fuea aboub what one of thetn calla 
" Eogland'a latest grab," They accuse 
England of taking from Brazil an island in 
the Atlantic of no great imporlamc called 
Trinidade. Eogland baa one Trinidad, and 
ib ia not likely that she wants another. 
Bub if she does, she will nob be deterred 
from asserting hor claim by the bowlings of 
anti-British American newspapers. This 
second Trinidade is desoribed as lying some 
ben degrees easb of Brazil in aboub 
twenty degrees south latitude. The 
tail-twisters say that it has always 
been conaidered Brazilian territory and, 
of course, within the sphere of the in- 
fluence of the Monroo doctrine. We do not 
know that bhab doctrine extends ao far aa 
aix hundred miles off the coast of South 
America. Bub ib aeema bhab ib doea. The 
San Franoisoo Cfaronlole solemnly says: 
" There is but one way to settle these mab- 
bera without war, and that ia for the nations 
of America to make a oommeroial and more. 
tary alliance. Were that dooo, 
even though it extended no further 
than a perfectly peaceful Pan-Amerioan 
Alliance, ib would alter tho oommeroial and 
business condition of the world. The alli- 
ance would be bound to do business within 
its own lines as far as possible, and Europe 
would soon 800 what tho loss of tho markets 
of North and South Amoric* would mean." 

This is a foarful threat, but intelligent 
Americans and Americans who are not 
blinded by prejudice against Great Britain 
know that from a business point of view 
Great Britain Is worth more to tho United 
States than all the republics of Central and 
South America put together. 



A NEW VEHIOLB. 

Some fifty years or so ago when the now 
wonder — railroads — waa a good deal talked 
aboub an amiable enthuaiaat prodlotod that 
tho day was nob very far off when carriages 
would bo propelled over ordinary roads by 
steam or some other Dtotive power, and 
horses would become anneoessary for the 
purpose of either draft or travel. Thoso 
who listened to tho old gentleman 
smilerl indulgently, but it could easily 
bo soon that they conslderod him 
a harmless sort of lunatic. Well, the pre- 
diotion that seemed impossible of fnlfilmenb 
then has come to pass. Carriages are now 
driven along ordinary roads, up hill and 
down dale, without horses or any other 
moans of propulsion that ia apparent. Noibhor 
tho Americana nor the British have taken 
tho load in this improvement so pregnant 
with iinportanb possibilitiea. To Franco be- 
longs the honor of inventing oarriagee that 
can be propelled on the common high- 
ways by petrolenm and other motors. 
These carriages are not more 
scientific toys, bub substanbial vohi- 
olea intended for business uses. They 
have Btood sevare testa. One of thorn was a 
race between Paris and Bouen. A Irandred 
vehloles entered for fehU race bnti only 
twenty-one atarted. The winner aooom- 



plished the distance, eighty miles, in five 
hours and forty minutes. In another and 
longer race, between Paris and Bordeauxi 
aa good time was made, abonfi fifteen miles 
an hour. This, it mneb be remembered, was 
on the ordinary highway. The roads in 
France are remarkably good, but the per- 
formanoD was extraordinary. One of the car- 
riages, munaged by M. Livassar, made the 
whole distance between Paris and Bordeaux 
and back in 48 hours and 53 minutes. Tho 
distance ia 7*26 miles, This oarriago was 
propelled by a Daimler engine. 

The obeapness with whioh theeo oarriogea 
can be run is nob the least surprising bhiog 
aboub them. In a letter to tho Hamilton 
Spectator written by Mr. J. H. Killey, he 
says : " A four-ieated high-road vehicle 
runs over all grades with one cent's worth* 
of oil par mile, in France, where oil is very 

uch more costly than it i^ here." Mr, 
Killey explains that tho carriages are nob 
run by steam bub " by a mixture of 
one part kerosene - vapor and ten 
or twelvo parts of atmospheric air expanded 
on a platen by an iuoandesoent platinum 
wire in the cylinder. This produces tho 
same effeob aa steam at a prassnre of 150 to 
180 pounds and at about one third the oosb. 
Thero is no pressure on the cylinders and 
consequently no danger." 

These horseless carriages are getting to 
be .commonly used in Fraeine, and they have 
been introduced into Eogland. The London 
Engineer, emalating what has been done in 
France, has cilert iL prizes to tho amount of 
$5,500 to be cDntestod for by kerosene and 
other motor vehiolea to be built in England, 
a oommittoB of busineas men and engineer- 
ing experts having been organized to report 
on the test, Whab with bhe bicycle and 
the motor carriage the horse Is indeed in 
danger of becoming obsoloto. 

NOT A KINO-MAKER, 

There is much more truth than poetry in 
tho following remarks on tho dark hints and 
aly inuondoes of Grit wiseacres who want to 
make thoso foolish enough to listen to them 
bolievs that Greeaway and Laurier could 
and would do wonders in the way of Settling 
the Manitoba school queation if the latter 
were odco placed in the position of Prime 
Minlator. Greenway ia aa far aa poasible 
from being a Warwick. We quote from'an 
exchange : 

There is a greab deal of fooliah theorizing 
about what Greenway would do for Laurlor 
if bis friends were in power, and what he 
will nob do lor Bowell when his enemies are 
in power. 

Greenway is merely the reprosentative of 
a provinoe which accepts his servioes on its 
own terms. He is powerful in the strength 
of its desires. His power oeases when he 
ceases to Serve those desires, 

Tho Manitcbi Government depends for 
life upon the favor of people who care no 
more tor Laurier than they do for Howell. 
Greenway is probably In accord with pnblic 
opioioQ, whioh opposes a oompromlae to 
oblige Mackenzie Bowell, and he would 
have to be in accord with the publio opinion 
whioh would oppoan a oompromlae to oblige 
Wilfred Lanrier. The talk ia that the 
aohool queation ia the work of the poltti. 
oiana, but the truth Is, that ib ia the work 
of the people.

STKIKERS ENCOLKAGKD. 

The New York Tailors Confident That They 
Will Bo Successful. 

New York, July 30 —The striking gar 
ment makers assembled In and about Wall, 
halla hall in Orchard street, wore much on 
couraged this morning by the fact that 
1,000 overcoat and sack coat workers, re- 
proaenting tho makora of tho, choapost 
garuionts in this line, jalued the ranks to- 
day, and that a dispatch from Newark was 
received annonnolng thatall tho tailorsinthut 
oity aro now on strike, It was also announced 
at the headquarters of the strikers that 
forty five more oontraotors had settlod to 
day and that some twenty-five others were 
waiting to be received by the executive 
oommittee and be taken before the board of 
settlement. About S500 wages due the 
atrllcera waa then oolleoted from two firma 
of manufaoturerB who did their own work. 
It la alao aaid that the clothing cutters stood 
ready to asaiat the atrikors in tho event of 
the manufaoturers jhowing a disposition tn 
antagoniza the strikers. Thus far, however, 
the manufaoturers, it waa aaid, have ahown 
sympathy for tbo strlkere.

Maryland court of appeals, a man famed 
beyond tho limits of his state for his 
powers of oratory, his integrity, legal 
knowledge and keen intellect. 

Born in Frederick, i\Id. , tho town of 
Barbara Frietcliio, Mrs. McLean lirsfc 
saw tho light of day in tho state's most 
celebrated house, Prospect Hall, the 
home of her grandfather, the late Judge 
William Pinkney Maulsby. It is a man- 
sion built by the famous Dnlancy family 
ill old colonial times. Mrs. McL(\an was 
bom in the haunted room, in which tra- 
dition chronicles tho walUng up of a 
young girl becanse of a romantic lovo 
affair. 

Mrs. McLean is characterized by 
broadly liberal tenets in all directions, 
is an earnest worker in church and pub- 
lic affairs. The founding of a chair of 
American history at Barnard college by 
the Now York city chapter of the Bov- 
olutionary society, under Mrs. Mc- 
Lean's regency, hits set an ox.amplo in 
practical patriotism for all like societies 
to pattern after. The other chapters of 
tho Revolutionary association, located in 
every state and territory in the Uuioft , 
have experienced an awakening in con- 
templating the weighty step taken by 
their sistor chapter; a step which illus- 
trates its o%vu aims and principles and 
those of the parent association, the Na- 
tional Society of the Daughters of tho 
American Revolution. 

Such hi.storical advantages are needed 
all over the land, and that the opportu- 
nity for such knowledge shonld first bo 
made possible in New york, and by the 
feminine descendants of Revolutionary 
patriots, in tho sister institution of old 
King's college, makes tho event a more 
happy and fitting one than it could have 
been without such associations. Tho 
work is being sustained at present by an 
amount raised auuiially, while tho en- 
dowment fund is being accimiulated for 
tho future permanent historical profess- 
orship.

" 'Oh, we play I Just a little weenie 
gama Mother is quite taken with it, 
aren't you, mother?' 

"The old lady said that she was.

Ittv. .VtiHii hliaw on Suirrus*-. 

In au iuter\aew with Anna Howard 
Shaw, D. D., publislicd in the Denver 

Repr.!ili"a!i, she expresses some vi^ry 
chcvriiil viivvs (if 111!' gniwtli 111' senli- 
ment in favor of sutlrage. On the pros- 
liirt for suffrage in the east, Dr. Shaw 
uays : 

"It is iJtrong enough in any northcri\ 
.^ato to cin-ry the measure, were it not 
for tlio partisan attitude of Hie political 
p;u'ties. Ivich party is ufraid to take it 
up, ;um1 each is afraid that if the other 
does take it up tliey will gain some ad- 
vantage from it. The main reason for 
our defoiit in Kansas Inst fall was, I 
tiiiiik, tho fear of tho Populists, who 
had heard that Colorado women were all 
working against tlieir party, that tho 
sanie tiling would happen in Kansas. 

"Till) danger in New York is from 
tlio f(iri'if,'ii element. If We could wipe 
out Now York city until after tho ele^^ 
tion, I think wo could carry tho slate 
without doubt. It is a remarkable fact 
that in tlio districts where ignorance 
and vice are the strongest tlio vote 
against suffrage is the heaviest. The 
public work into which tho women have 
entered in so main- direetions and in 
sncli a workmanlike niaiiner, tho inter- 
est woniou are showing in municipal re- 
form, and the beneficial results of thc»;r 
connection with it — all the.se things are 
paving the way. I think after a few 
more weslcrn st at es fall into the suirra;.",- 
rnluiiiii there will be a ijerfect avalaiirlii' 
of .sentiment in that diree'tion. Section- 
al strife was formerly bi'tweon tlio north 
and tho south. It is now largely coining 
to be between east and west, and if tlif 
west enfranchises its women, do you 
supposo tho east will allow it such an 
tidvantago? No, indeed, tho east will bo 
forced to follow suit, but it will come 
in liist, and dear old Massaohnsetta, my 
own state, which sliould have been first 
to head tho column, will bring up in 
the rear, I am afraid. That is because so 
many of Massaohusctt.s' young nion have 
come wast and loft nobody but the old 
maids and old fogies behind. " 



Women In PolltlcH. 

If tho women arc to a.ssist the men in 
politics, they must do something besides 
jnnipiag into thi? iiolitical arena. They 
must prepare themselves f(>r the strug- 
gles there. We learn from a cironlnr is- 
sued by Btmiard college that the School 
of Political Science of (Jolumbia univer- 
sity is now open to women, who aro 
free to take the graduate courses in po- 
litical history, economics and S(«:iology. 
Here is an opportuiiUj for tho advanc- 
ing woman politicians. In the School of 
Political Science they can lay the foun- 
dations needed for the high statesman-' 
ship which ought to characterize till 
governnicut. Thus far, there is not any 
woman among tho professors in tho 
school, but we must presume that this 
deficiency will yet be supplied. Tho 
quick induction, hroad reasoning, clear 
imalysis and generous sympatlij- of 
womiuiliood ought not to bo excluded 
from the faculty. The ideas of man in 
political science are apt to bo hard and 
narrow and selfish. 

The many women's political clubs 
now in e.'iistenco must also bo of use to 
woman politicians by familiarizing them 
with the leading public questions of the 
times. 

Botli Mayor Strong of this city and 
Mayor .Scliieren of Brooklyn seem dis- 
posed to favor tho iqipointmeut of some 
women to tlioso public offices to whicli, 
in tho opinion of these two mayors, they 
are adapted. Both of them seem to be- 
lieve that women are bettor fitted for 
service on .scliool lioards than for any 
other braiK'h of the municipal service, 
imd they have begim to follow up their 
belief, which is of the nature of the olil 
belief tlint women aro concerned only 
with children. This may do for ii, begin- 
ning, Imt woman's progress does not 
end at tho schaolhouse. If, for example, 
we have a woman in New York who 
would make a better mayor than Wil- 
liam L. Strong, we .louht whether May- 
or Strong i-aii ]irove that sho should not 
be eleclcd t(j the oflice. — New York Sun. 

Wniiuin's AilvcMl In Cornell., 
Theahuiini of Cornell university have 
nominated Miss Mary Ciuvy Tliomas for 
one of tlio tru.stees. This is probabij' the 
first tiiiio in tlie history of any of the 
leading universities in this country that 
a woman litis been named for trustee. 
Miss Thomas was graduated from Cor- 
nell in 1877, and is now president of 
Bryn Miiwr ('(dlege For Women. She 
was iintili' ileau of tliat college when it 
was opened in 188."), and was elected 
president in 1893. 

Tlin legislature which has just ad- 
journed ]iassed ;i law allowing the Cor- 
nell ahiiiini to elect live addit ioiial trus- 
tees lliis year. Every year after this they 
will I'leci t,wo trustees instead of one as 
liereloiore. In recent years there has 
been very little contest for this honor 
aiiiiiiigthe alumni, rarely more than two 
candidates being iiresented. As soon as 
the new law wont into effoot there was 
a great scraniblo. In all, 15 candidates 
for the fivo places wore named. 

Tho alumuaa of tlie in.stitution at once 
decided that they ought to bo represent- 
ed in tho board (jf trustees. Correspond- 
ence was started, and after a confer- 
ouco of names proposed they settled 
upon Miss Thomas as the woman grad- 
uate of Cornell best fitted by her train- 
ing and acquirements to fill the place. 
At once a campaign w;is startetl. Wom- 
en graduates in. all the largo cities in 
the country were enlisted in the work 
Friends of other candidates sent out the 
customary indorsements seeking votes 
and telling of tho_^candidates' litne.ss for 
tho honor. Miss Thomas' circular was 
one of the last to tippear. To the surprise 
of the alumni it contained nearly three 
times tho number of indorsements that 
any of the oircnlars of the male candi- 
dates had. 

Southorn Women and Blo7oIp«. 

. Tho women of .tbe...8oiitbem states 
, have' been mnch- slower than their north- 
i em sisters in tiie utilization of the hio^' 



cle. They aro ivlfcctod by thoconserva- 
tism of the south, which looljs adcanoe 
at any novelty, and very mnnj of them 
yet think that bicycling is l.ighly im- 
proper for a woman. NVe liave frc(iuent- 
ly noticed remarks to this elVeit in sonth- 
em papers, imdwe recently hiirnod that 
women in several places therit htid been 
briinght under social discipline for bi- 
cycling. 

Tho prodigious cycling hiuiii of this 
year in Now York has ah-eadt told upon 
tho south. 

By this time there are lots of \^omen 
bicyclers in Virginia and Georgia. 
There are a sninllor number in Alabama 
and Louisiami) There aro fewer yet in 
South Carolina. There are ^ery fow in 
Arkansas. Wo have not heaid. of luiy in 
Mississippi. The northern women in 
Florida have introduced the vheel there. 

Wo do not heliovo that tlxi conserva- 
tism of sontlieni w<imcn can much lon- 
ger resist tho wheel. Tho Texas and 
North Civroliua girls seem to bo ready 
for it. Wo think it is bouiil to attract 
tho fair sex even in the Bayou State. 

It is not nndignitied for a woman to 
rido tho bicycle. Sho dovi not lower 
herself by wheeling. To ri(k> upon it at 
full speed does not cut into tho pride of 
womauhood. That pride -jxists in tho 
north not less than in the ronth. — New 
York Sun.

Eying tli« IJlrd. 

The common game of pinning, while 
blindfolded, u tail on a picture of a 
donkey is as.simied to be a modern in- 
vention, and is, in fact, now to most 
people. It is, however, only a inodiliea- 
tion of an older game, very coininon on 
shipboard, called "eying the bird." 

This is played thus : On tlio deck of 
a ship is chalked a picture which repre- 
sents a bird. Not infrequently the con- 
templation of tho picture alono is well 
worth participation in tho gaiuo, on ac- 
cormt of its extraordinary want of re- 
semblance to a bird. 

This bird is loft without an oyo. Ono 
player is then blindfolded and given a 
piece of chalk. He is turned around 
once, a few yard.s away from tlio pic- 
ture, and then told to make a circular 
mark as near as passible to the phico 
where tho bird's oyo ought to bo. 

The player's peregrinations afford 
much amu.«emeut to tho others present. 
Oft°n ho starts iu quite the wrong di- 
rection, out may bo wanied by the oth- 
ers' laughter aud reverse his course. 

Sometimes he makes straight for tlie 
bird's head, but is diverted from his 
course by a lureli of tho ship. After lie 
has made hi.s mark tho bandage i.s re- 
moved and ho is permitted to see how 
many yards away from the bird he luus 
placed the eye. 

Then smother player i.s blindfolded, 
aud the game pr(x.'eeds until each has 
had his turn. There i.s a prize for the 
player who has come nearest to the eye 
— aud in rare cases it has been kuo^vn to 
bo correctly placed — aud a "booby 
prize" for the one who has marked far- 
thest away. 

This game can bo played on any large 
floor space, but is lent additional inter- 
est by the rolling movement of a ship.

Oorgcoug Soap nubbles. 

Make a liuid iu this way: Got a cuke 
of palm oil soap, shave its parings as 
tliin as possible aud drop iu a big bottle 
filled with distilled water. Shako the

Ves ; thoro is a 
lot of trouble in getting your .sciontilic 
pipe and liquid ready, but think of the 
sport in the end. Ju.st. imagine a bubble 
\2 inches acniss ! You can bhiw them 
in tliis way by jiutnug them upon a 
big iron ring ( very caiofully, of course), 
while the metal is wet with the prepared 
.solution. Got a ring that is quite rusty. 
That assures a good result. A string 
of bubbles :j or ;! inches indiametiir can 
bo kept intact for 10 nr 1 'J hoiu-s.

PE.\CE THKEATENEl). 

Kiifltern Matters Not Unlikely to Involve the 
Whole of £arope— Demonstration 
In Bulgaria. 

Sofia, July 29. — A funeral service in the 
calbedral in honor of two Bulgarian officers 
who were killed recently on tho frontier, 
fighting on behalf of the Macedonian in- 
surgents, was made tho occasion of a ro- 
markable political demonstration. After 
the aervloe the President of the Macedonian 
committee delivered an impassioned oration. 
Portraits of the deceased officers were ex- 
hibited in the cathedral and then brought 
into the square. The crowd filed past, 
kissing the portraits. Some Macedonians 
who wore engaged in the fighting 
when the officers were killed woro 
borne high upon the shoulders of the crowd. 
A procession of several thousand paraded 
the streets with the portraits crying Mace- 
donian war songs. They were reoeived with 
aoolamationa everywhere. A demonstration 
oocyrrod to-day at the cemetery at tho 
graves of tho mi'.n who were exoouted for 
tho murder of M. lioltohelF. Five hundred 
people aasomblod. Speeches were made 
denouncing M. Stanvbuloff, and letters worn 
road to tho same purpoae. Tho grave of 
Stambu'otf ia guarded by tho military. 

London, July '29. — Tho correspondent of 
tho Chronicle at Conatantinoplo aaya : The 
MaccdoniauB, after a sharp conflict with the 
Turkish troopa, have captured the town of 
Menlik, southeast of Nevrooop. The victors 
burned the telegraph station and tho Turk- 
lab quarters. 

Tho Vienna correspondent of the Chron- 
icle eaya : According to the atatement of 
the Roumanian miniator at Constantinople, 
many of the inaurgeuta in Macedonia wore 
found to Russian bo officers'. Tho Porto in- 
tends to send the documents found ia thoir 
poEBCssion to tho powers as proof that the 
Macedonian uprising is duo to Kuesian 
agents and money. 

Tba Chronicle also has an editorial on the 
above information with regard to affairs in 
the Balkans as monaoing tho peace of 
Europe. " We see no way out of tho trou- 
ble," the editorial says, " except by sum- 
moniog another congress, Fatliug ia this, 
we may expect atrooitiea in Macedonia and 
Albinia." 



SUFFEBING J!(EGKOES. 

Imposed on by a Colonization Coinpaur and 
Left to Starve and Die In Mexico, 

St. Lonis, July 30.— A special to the 
Republic from CIndad Porfirio Diaz, Mexi- 
co, says : One hundred and seventy negro 
colonists arrived yesterday from Mexico in 
a box car. Quarantine oflSoers have isolat- 
ed them in cars under guard, where they 
will be hold until all danger ia past. Sev- 
eral hundred more are expedted to arrive of 
the 700 who paased through lorreon last 
February to make their foVtnneii through 
the aid of a colonization company. Nearly 
400 of them, starved, half n^ked aod dis- 
eased, have been camped for' the past few 
days near Torreou, Another sodh miser- 
able, hungry, barefooted lot would be hard 
to find. They were assured that the place 
was on a railroad ; that each would have a 
good house to live in, five acres of land to 
oultivate their own vegetables, etc., and 
plenty of game, and all were given a blank 
contract, which was to guarantoo them half 
tho crop of sixty acres which each was to 
take care of, fifty in cotton and ten in corn. 

After they arrived they vainly tried to 
get the contracts signed, but they were 
ncer signed nor fulfilled. The houses were 
misorablo abodes. Tho water was vile, and 
filled many with a epociea of malaria and 
awoUing of tho limba. Tho death rate aver- 
aged five a week, and nearly a hundred 
died, owing to tho water and lack of medi- 
cine and medical attention. Finally tho 
negroes were told that the company said 
thuy, the negroes, had no Interest in the 
crop, but that the companywould pay them 
50 cents a day. This was done for abont 
two weeks, whon it was out to 37 conts a 
day. If they were sick they reoeived noth- 
ing, and, if what they say is true, many are 
crying for something to eat. The manager 
about this time, it is alleged, told them the 
oompaoy bad broken his contract, and be 
could do nothing, and advised them to 
" git." Q?his, after planting and raising one 
of the finest crops of cotton ever grown in 
the state of Dorango. They left. Many of 
them had to sell all their personal effuota 
They were received with sympathy at Tor- 
reon, and many could have seoored work 
but for the unfortunate appearance of the 
aoourge. ■ 

THE DURRANT CASE. 

Postponement of the Trial to Deal With a 
Flay Alleged to Be Based on 
the Murders. 

San Fbanoisco, July 30. — Judge 
Murphy's court room looked as if the Dur- 
rant trial wore in progress to-day, but it was 
not. Instead, the actors and managers of 
the Alcazar theatre held tho boards In court 
to show cause why they should .not bo pun- 
ished for contempt for playing "Tho Crime 
of a Century " in defiance of an orilor of tho 
court. Tho oaao of VV. R Dily, manager 
of tho company, was first called. Hie at- 
tornoya encloavored to ahnw that tho play 
hftd no roforenoo to tho Darrant cage, huh 
Judgo Murphy aaid it made no difference if 
tho play were Hamlet. It was tho violation 
of the injunction of the court, instead of 
taking legal moans to have tho injunction 
aot ivaicio ; that oonatituted the contempt. 
Tho case was not finlehod and wua post- 
poned until Saturday. In the meontimo 
Daly will rest in jail unices be can procure 
bonds. Last nieht when the play was 
stopped Mr. Daly announced from tho stogo 
that tho performance would go on as usual 
to-night, but Juogo Murphy made tho actors 
promieo that thoy would make no further 
attempt to produce tho play and thoy were 
allowed to go. 'I'ho company were yester- 
day enj'iined by Judge Murphy from pro- 
duoing the piece on the ground that it was 
based upon the Emanuel ohnroh mnrders, 
the prisoner alleging that the ^pertbrmanoe 
would inflame popular feeling against him. 
The proaeontirn joined with the defence in 
tho request for the restraining order.

Tho Chair eald ho had epokeii to Dr, 
Pope, whoso idea wua to introduce the 
eystem in tbe lower divisions this term, and 
noxh term extend the vertical system to the 
whole of the schools, 

A motion was passed adopting the vertical 
system in the schools as. far as possible after 
the summer holidays, tho system to be ex 
tended to all the olassea as soon as jpoaslble, 
eubjeob to tbe approval of the Board of 
Education. 

A large batch of applications for positions 
on the teaching staff were tabled. 

The resolution regarding the employment 
of pupil teachers passed in April laat was 
brought up again. It gave the pupil teach 
era the preference when vacancies occurred 
in tbe paid stafT, providing they were 
properly (jaalified. 

The Chairman thought that the way the 
resolution read made it obligatory after the 
probationary six months to employ such 
pupil teachers whon a vacancy occurred. 

The resolution of April was reconsidered, 
and the clause referring to the engagement 
of pupil teachers on tho paid staff in case 
of vaoonoies was struck out, and on motion 
of Trustee Marohant it was decided that a 
form of agreement to be used between the 
board and pupil teachers be referred to the 
Chairman and Trustee Marchanb to draft 
Tho number of pupil teachers to be ap 
pointed was increased from four to five, 

TnDSTKK Lewis moved that the board go 
into committee of the whole with open 
doors. His idea for this was becanae last 
time they went into secret committee tbe 
papers next day " loomed out " abont what 
was snppoaed to have taken place., 

Tkcstbk GIiOVBk woald opp^ae leoret 
sessions after bis late experience ; he ob- 
jected to being appkea of in the papers as a 
trio. , 

The ralea of order being referred to set 
forth that oomwittees of the whole "shall 
be " with closed doors, so that Trnsteo 
Lewis' motion waa declared to bo out of 
order.
